The Dem- 
ocrats secured postponement oC bhe

George O. Newman then presented 
such a convincing array of legal 
authority against the power of the 
board tc go behind the returns, that 
it was unanimously agreed to certiffy 
to Yinger's election. 


It may be that, as a matter of 


fact, these four votes should have 
been counted for Barlow, but, admit- 
ting that does not concede his elec- 
tion.

tion as leaves no doubt that Yinger 
suffered 
worse than Barlow 
from 


errors in the count, or errors of 
judgment in bhe part of election 
judges as to what constituted a legal 
ballot. 
In one ward sixteen tickets 


were thrown out because of tcch- 
nilities, or error of the 
voter, and 


Yinger suffered most thereby; in 
other wards tickets that were 
doubtedly cast for Yinger met 
same fate for the same reasons.
